MR. WILSONS LETTER. 

It is not a little remarkable that Mr. 
Wilson should have only just now dis- 
covered that tlio exchange proposed by 

Mr. Somlin and agreed to in a nioililied 
form by the -whole Logial.it ivo Assoni- 
bly, was oppoaed to tho trno interests of 
tho province. That goutleinan'a pro- 
position WHS luado two years ago. It 
tvos acted upon by the Ooverunient and 
apparently approved by tho whole pro- 
vince. But during all that time Mr. 
Wilson waa silent. It is only now that 
ho has become alivo to tho fact that tlio 
Asaomhly and tho (Jovernmoiit liaddoue 
what tUoy ought not to have dime. Ho 
lays great stress upon the fact that the 
proposal was Mr. Semlin's, who is a 
oneiuber ot the Opposition. Ho haa for- 
gotten that Mr. yomhii'a reaolutiun was 
amended by Mr. Theodore Davie, that 
Mr. Davie'i) amoiidmout was cairied, 
and that it was the resolution as amend- 
ed by Mr. Davie, that constituted the 
authority of tho Government to negoti- 
ate for an e.xchaiigo of land. Tho Oov- 
ernmeiit's pulicy in this inattor then was 
dictated by all the, i c|iroseiitati /pa of the 
pjople and roooivcd tho tacit apinoval 
of the inhabitants of tlie whole pruvinco, 
Mr. W. Wilson included. It was, we 
think, hardly worth Mr. WiUon's while 
at thia time of day to occupy so inucli 
apace in condoiuning what he had ao- 
quiesced in for two long yeiirs. Mr. 
Wilaon'a Irioiid Mr. Iliggins, without 
i itoudiiig it, no doubt, made tiie position 
of the .Government with regard to the 
proposed exchange of land stronger than 
it would otherwise have been. After 
the news of tho Privy Cotincirs decision 
had beiiu received tliat goutloniaii from 
his plin' in tlui Assembly protosted 
against e (.lovoiiiment'a currying out 
its excl, .iig« policy. The Provincial 
secretary iu reply cited the authority ol 
the Legislature strengthened by a mo- 
tion of the Opposition condemning the 
Government for not using greater dili- 
gence in ed'octing the oxchango. We 
desire again to direct tho attention ol 
our correspondent and our readers to 
the fact that not one single member ol 
the House joined Mr. Higgina in pro- 
testing against the exchange under the 
altered oircnnistances. They hau 
ample opportunity to do ao but tliey 
did not. In tho face of those fa«ta ho« 
can Mr. \Vii3on or any one else whc, 
haa a proper rcfapcot for the authority oi 
Parliament couusel tho Government ti. 
disregard the positive diroctions thej 
have received from the representativi 
of the people ? 

Mr. Wilson, without giving a singk 
reason for the opinion ho holds, declarer 
that to oxchango the lands of tho rail 
way belt for a block of land in thi 
Peace iiiver country, would prevent th. 
conbtriioliou of aaec.nid tranai.outiinjnt;i i 
railway. >.ow wo wish it to bo undor- 
Btood that wo are as deairous to sou a 
second transcontinental railway built as 
Mr. Wilson can possibly be, and an 
most willing to do all that lioa ii: 
our power to afb iuico sui!li ii )iio 
jeot. Thu iiruvinco lui.s done al. 
nearly all that it wua aultod to do 
-whea it granted a charter to the Cana- 
dian Western atid gave it as a laud sub- 
sidy tho ulterniita sections of a belt aix- 
ty-four miles wide along its whok 
length, An examination of tho map will 
ahow that tin; tract prnpiidod to bu ex- 
changed lor the railway belt can not in- 
terfere in the slightest degree with the 
projociod road oi' witit the road from 
tho oaHt that in,iy jiun it. The eastern 
teriniiiii.H ot tlio (.'iinadiiin ^Vestenl will 
bo oon-idrj'ably to the eaiit iif tho Brit- 
iah (,'oluiiibi,ui part of tho IVaco Kivoi 
valley und iiiorn than ISO miles south ul 
it. Tete Jaune Pass is in latitude M 
and the Peace Uiver where it Hows 
tlirdugh British Columbia is as near as 
may beiu tho 5Gth parallel of liititudc. 
A tranBcontinentjil road joining tlio 
Canadian Western will not come within 
at least 200 milca of tho Peace Uivei 
count i-y. Our readers will see from 
this that it will matter very little to the 
builders of the projected road who owns 
a comparatively amall tract in tho north 
eastcornor of this jiroN lnco. 

It iu fiomewhal Hiiigiilar that our cor- 
reB])onilentb avoid an examination iiitu 
the actuul value of the Peace River part 
of British Columbia to the province. 
What ni o they afraid of ? Do they sec 
that if they enter, into an onquiry as to 
the worth of that tcrritoi-y, prnvidod it 
is us good us they assei t— whicii wo do 
lint for a moment admit- it will be 
fi iiiid to be by no luouns a valuable 
po«iieuiou. Bofora tho oountry oan 



bo settled it will liave to 

bo surveyed, and colonization roads 
must lie made in it and bridges built. 
All thia lakes ino/iey, and, considering 
the income and the resources of the 
province, a very great deal of money. 
This money will all have to come out of 
the taxes paid by the inhabitants of the 
western part of the province. And those 
taxes are not yet suUicient for their own 
requirements. On thu other side of tlio 
account will lie the moMoy reteived for 
the lands. How much will that be 
The local government will, in order to 
encourage settlement, have to give u 
rery large proportion of the land away. 
This is what the Dominion Government 
is doing, and they will bo compelled to 
adopt the same policy. It is not hard 
to calculate the price of ton millions of 
aores of land at nothing an acre, Nought 
and nought do not, unfortunately, make 
one in the Oovernment Land Oliice. The 
Provincial ( iovornmeiit will be very 
lucky indeed if the money they got for 
tho land that can be sold for a price 
will recoup them for the expenditure. 
It is safe, then, to conclude that all that 
the Government will ever get, over and 
above oxponaes, for the Peace Hiver 
country will bo represented by a 0. 
And if they get it settled even on those 
terniH they may think themselves very 
lucky. Now, let the railway bolt be as 
bad and as worthless as our correspond- 
ents are at such pains to represent it to 
be, which wo are very far indeed fromad- 
mitting, it can hardly bo worth leas than 
nothing. Therefore if our correspondoiita 
will leave off theorising aud prophesying 
and come down to hard facts and to 
what we know to bo cortaintiea, they 
will find that the province can lose 
nothing by the proposed exclunige, while 
it inaj' gain a great deal. 

The reader who retlects must see that 
the decision of tho Privy Council has in- 
creased rather than diminished the dififi- 
eulties of tho double ownership of the 
railway belt. The Dominion owns the 
land with all that thin iinplioa, as well 
tho niiiu-'rala and Imso metals. The 
province owns tho precious metals. It 
does not require a very lively imagina- 
tion to realise what a heavy crop of dis- 
putes and annoj-ances this state of 
things must produce. Mr. Wilson 
knows how teinicioiis the Dominion is 
of its rights. Everything that the pro- 
vince gets it must light for : it contests 
and atubliomly contests, every inch of 
ground. The idea that Mr. Dewdnoy, 
even if ho were inclined to undertaku 
the taak, can ohango the nature of the 
Uominion administration is simply nb- 
suril. Kxperieiice ba.i shown that niin- 
iators may come and ministers may go 
but tlie Dominion goes on for over un- 
changed. Mr. Mara has shown that 
the state of things that now exists has 
been most injurious to the mining inter- 
est* of the province, and no one ba.s 
ventured to i|ue.slion tho truth of bin 
stutanionta. If then our correspondents 
wish to drive capital out of the 
country and desire to retard the devel- 
opment of its mining industry they will 
continue to oppose the exchange of land. 
The evils they profess to dread are 
eonjurod iiji by their own lively iinagi- 
iiiitioiia while tlie eontiiitiance of the 
proseiit state of things will be certain lo 
do tho province serious injury.

liMUrie. The Kepublicaii Party siiiei- 
the President has proved jiliuble 
wink at this nepotism. They seem to 
think that if there is to be u scruinblo 
the President's folks should have their 
share as well as tlie rest. There ure 
people who lo'ik at this unseendy rirsh 
hir oliice wil li piiiii. They eniisider it 
injurious to the public service and de- 
uioriili/.iiig for the people.

Ho was a mem- 
ber of the Eiceoutive Council of New 
Brunswick from November, 1854, to 
May, 1856; from July, 1857, to Marcli, 
18G5, and a^hi from April, 18QU, to tho 
Union, during which several pcrioila he 
held the office of Provincial Secretary of 
that province, and from March, 1801, to 
March, 1865, was loiiilcr of the govern- 
ment. He ho3 been a .lelegato to Eng- 
land on scvenil occasions, to confer with 
the Imperial government on important 
public business, notably regarding the 
union of the IJritisb American colonies, 
and the coiisti uet inn of an [ntercololiial 
Kailwaj-, and lias also re|)eatedly served 
on like missions to the sister proviucea. 
lie was ;l didegate to the Charlottetown 
Union Confi'i eii.-e of bSfi l ; to tluit
